REQUEST FOR CORRECTION OF ERROR 
BY UNITED STATES PATENT AND TRADEMARK OFFICE 

Enclosed herewith is a copy of the Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional 
Application, dated September 13, 2001, relating to Application Serial No. 09/922,955. 

Attached hereto as Exhibit One is a copy of a Declaration by Patricia A. 
McLean, which is being filed concurrently in Application Serial No. 09/922,763. Ms.
